Solomon S. Melzger was bora in Bed- 


ford, July 15, 1S3S. His father died ii 
the following September, aad h's moth- 
er in 1850. The elder Metzger was E 
tanner by trade and a pillar in the 
Presbyterian church of Bedford. After 
completing his wojk in the schools o' 
Bedford, Mr. Meizjer spant '.wo years 
in the polytechnic school of Benjimic 
Haliowell and Sons, Alexandria, Va. 
He accepted a clerkship uadcr Hen. 
George W. Bowman in 1859, Mr. Bow- 
man being at the time editor of the ad- 
ministration organ at the national cap- 
ital, la the spring cf 1S61 Mr. Me'.z- 
ger was engaged in business in Mont- 
gomery) 
at that time the capital 


of the Confedeia'.e states, and business 
iidueemeDts to remain there rrere vsrj 
strong; bat the firing on the fUg ef 
his country at Fort Sumpter aroused 
his patriotism and he determined to 
return to his horns iu Pennsylvania, 
which was a difficult task at that time, 
as communications were already cut 
off. He spent the t,umm-:r in Bedford 
recruiting a company of voluateers. 
He was mustered into service as second 
lieutenant 55 .h Pennsylvania volun- 
teers in October, 1861, and rose through 
the successive s'.eps to captain in th- 
sane regiment. He served for three 
years in Scuth Carolina a~d in the 
campaigns of Virginia, acd was dis- 
charged in August, 1SC4, by a specia' 
order of the wir depirtmjnt on ac- 
count of a wound inflicted in the 
bloody contest at Co'd Harbor. The 
55th regiment, of which he was a mem- 
ber, is one of the forty-five that lost 
more than Iwo hundred man 03 the 
battle field. 


Captain Me'.zgor was merried in 1S66 


to Miss Mary Andrews, and has bsen 
in ths hardware business in Bedford 
since the year of his marriage. He 
was a vestryman in St. Jaraei' Epis- 
copal church, and a member of Mftj 
William Witsoa Post, No. 331, Q. A. R. 
He served as postmaster a; Bedford 
for one term, in the 
office of school 


director for a number of years and was 
the nominee of the Democratic party 
for the state legislature in 13S3 He was 
joint owner with H. n. John M. Rey. 
nolds of the Hartley & Co. bank.

Dr William ,1. Lodge. 


The Ba!t!mora psp.rs of August 25 


contained the followirg sketch of the 
life of Dr. William J Lodge, who was 
well known in Bedford: 


The funeral of Dr. William 1. Lodge, 


who died at his home, 2,015 McCulloh 
street, last Saturday, took place last Tues- 
day. Services were conducted by Rev. C. 
K P Cogswell, of St. George's Protestant 
Episcopal church. Icterrueut was in Druid 
Ridge cemetery. l>r. Lorlge was taken ill 
at the V7iuchester Iim, Winchester, Va , 
with Bright's disease, and returned home a 
couple of weeks ago. 


Br. Lodge was born in Bedford (now 


Fulton) county, Pa., March 02, 1833- He 
was a depcendtrat ot Robert Lodge, of 
England, who came to this country with 
Penn in 16S3. 
One of MJ sons settled in 


Loudoun county, Va., and Dr. Lodge was a 
defendant of that branch of the family. 
He graduated at the University nj Mary- 
land in 1SSS1. 
Shortly after he became a 


surgeou in the United States navy and was 
stationed at Pensacoln navy yard when it 
was seized by the Confederates at the out- 
break of the civil war. Afterward he was 
assistant surgeon in the United States 
army and was stationed at Point of Rocks 
hospital, near Fetersbirg, when the war 
clcsejd. After the war he practised in Mis- 
souri and [Kansas until his health failed, 
when he returned to Baltimore and made 
his home here in retirement untilhisdeath. 
For a number of years he had made exten- 
sive researches in Maryland genealogy and 
was well known and often consulted by 
those who were interested in family his- 
tory. 
At the time of his death he had 


ready for publication a genealogy ol the 
Cockey family ana its connections. He 
bad also prepared a. similar geuealofty of 
the Lndge family. In ISfi'i Dr. Lodge mar- 
ried Virginia Hnrrism Cockey, daughter 
of the late Judge Moniecai Gist Cockey, of 
Carrell connty, who was a member of the 
Maryland Constitutional convention of 
1853. Bhe survives him. 
Dr Lodge's son, 


Prof. Oonzale Lodge, of Columbia uni- 
versity, New York city, has an interna- 
tional reputation as a classical author find 
e-litor, and is associated with Professor 
Gildersleeve, of the Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, in the publication of the Gilder- 
sleeve-Lodge-Lahn series of text books.

sentatives, the distinguished gentleman 
from Massachusetts [Mr. Gillett], in a 
speech complained that lawlessness 
and lynchings in the south stimulated 
lawlessness and lynehings in the north. 
In passing, he will permit me to express 
regret that tho good people of Massa- 
chusetts are so quick to imitate south- 
ern vices and ao slow to emulate south- 
ern virtues. Now, I want to ask him if 
it is not s fact that the three books 
which Roosevelt wrote, "Ranch Life 
and the Hunting Trail," "Oliver Crom- 
well," and"The Winning of the West," 
are not in almost every private and 
public library and in every school li- 
brary throughout the north? 


I trust it will not shock the law- 


Icvlng and law-abidisg people of our 
country too greatly when I tell them 
that Theodore Roos3T?ltiu these books 
deliberately justifies and advocates 
lynch law for the stetiicg of a $10 rat- 
tailed Texas pony. I wish to suggest 
;o my friend from Massachusetts that 
these books of this distinguished 
author, so widely rnicl in the north, 
t-aching the right to lynch human 
beings for stealing h:-;.ses, might pos- 
sibly have some influence in stimulat- 
ing to lawlessness the great and good 
pjople of the north. Let me quote 
from "Ranch Life and the Hunting 
Trail," ptsges 14 and 03: 


"Daring the last two or three years 


the stcekmsn have united to put down 
all these dangerous characters, often 
by the most summary exercise of lynch 
law. * * * Bands of horse and cattle 
thieves have been regularly hunted 
down and destroyed in pitched fights by 
parties of armed cowboys, and as a con- 
sequence most of our territory is per- 
fectly law abiding. * * * A little over 
two years ago one committee ol vigi 
Untes iu eastern Montana shot or 
hung nearly sixty—uot, however, with 
tie best judgment in all eases. 


"It is the fashion to laugh at the 


severity with which horse stealing is 
punished on the border, but the rea- 
sons are evident. Horses are the most 
valuable property of the frontiersman, 
whether cowboy, hunter or settler. 
* * * They are always marketable and 
are very ensily stolen. Horsa stealing 
is a most tempting business," etc. 


Now let me quote from the work on 


Oliver Cromwell, at page 52: 


"In many crises it may be necessary 


to overturn constitutions to disregard 
statutes, just as it may be necessary to 
establish a vigilance committee or take 
refuge in lynch laws," 


la "Winning cf tho West" we find 


ths following: "The good men in such 
a case band themselvt c together as reg- 
ulators and put down wit'i ruthless 
severity, by the exercise of lynch law, 
shooting and hanging the worst off- 
hand. 


"In many of the cjses of lynch law 


which have come to my knowledge the 
effect has been healthy for the com- 
munity, hut sometimes great injustice

womanhood, and to iv.-oieet it, is a 
statute writtcu, old a^d unrepealed, in 
the heart of poor, w !i iiuman nature, 
aid at unfortunate tinea is invoked in 
every section and in every land. Let us 
who believe in the ah; jlute sovereignty 
of the law over all crimes, Irom the 
lowest to the highest, not despair when, 
in sparsely settled communities with 
no ready and sufficient police force, 
excited men turn to lynch law, There 
a-e times when the mute lips of the 
outraged and murdered victim appeal 
too loudly lor ev.m the strongest of us 
to resist. We can only hope that 
through the Christian manhood of our 
country, in the mercy and wisdom of 
God, a way may be found for the final 
repeal of this terrible and dangerous 


ent and unwarranted attacks which 
our president, in his books, has made 
upon so many of his distinguished 
predecessors. He has defamed Thomas 
Jefferson in every imaginable way. In 
his "Winning of the West," "Naval 
War of 1312," aud "Thomas H. Ben- 
ton" he denounces Jefferson as "vacil- 
lating," "timid," "shifty doctrinaire," 
"incompetent," 
"ungrateful," 
"in- 


triguing against Washington," "se- 
cretly aiding French," his influence 
"distinctly evil," declaring that he 
was "constitutionally unable to put 
the proper value on truthfulness," and 
that he "was the most incapable exec- 
utive that ever filled the presidential 
chair."

I 
know not what place in the life of our 
republic posterity may accord him, 
but whatever he has done, whatever 
he may do, one thing is certain, his- 
tory will mark Theodore Roosevelt out 
in unique and shameless solitude as 
the relentless delamer of our nation's 
presidents. 


What will that good and godly sect, 


the Quakers, think of our president 
when they are reminded of their out- 
lawry by him? 
In his "Thomas H. 


Benton" (p. 37) we read:

drunk on villainous whisky they cut 
mad antics, ride horses in saloons, 
firing their pistols right and left," 
etc., in his "Ranch Life and Hunting 
Trail" (pp. 9 and 10), he adds: 


"They are much bettor fellows and 


pleasanter 
companions than small 


farmers or agricultural laborers; nor 
are the mechanics and workmen of a 
great city to be mentioned in the same 
breath."

York in October, 1896, at a "sound- 
money" meeting in the Wool Ex- 
change, reported in the New York 
Journal October 28,1886, Mr. Roosevelt 
said:

any individual D immoral, or, indeed, 
what all Democrats might think about 
free trade as a thecry, the dullest man 
in all this tuiience knows perfectly 
well that fr>.e trftde is im utter impos- 
sibility in this republic. 
If congress 


could raise revenue to support the fed- 
eral government by levying an adva. 
lorem tax of uaiform rate on all the 
property of this country, then the 
question of free trade would become a 
debatable one. 
But PS the Constitu 


tion stands today, we can never levy a 
direct tax without Euch great inequal- 
ity as to render sujh a. tax impossible 
except in ex'.raordinaty emergencies, 


"The Constitution requires that direct 


taxes shall he levied according to num- 
bers and not according to wealth. 
The 


state of Nsw York h»s less than six 
times the population of Arkansas, and 
therefore the tax apportioned to New 
York would be less than six times as 
great as that apportioned to Arkansas 
But the wealth of Hew York is 36 
times as great as the wealth of Arkan- 
sas, and this state having less than six 
times as much to pay, bnt having more 
than 36 times as much with which to 
pay it, the citizen in New York would 
pay as a federal tax lees than one- 
sixth as much on every dollar's worth 
of hia property as the citizen of Ar- 
kansas would pay. 
The injustice, of 


this wculd be so gross and so obvious 
that while a miserly tax-dodger might 
desirj such a law, he would not have 
the temerity to advocate it 


"Both representative and direct taxes 


must be apportioned among the several 
states according to numbers and not 
according to wealth, and so long 
this continues the fundamental r 
urder which congress must act direct 
tf xes will not be levied to provide for 
the ordinary experditures, and our 
collections through tariff duties must 
constitute an important means of rais- 
ing money to support the government. 


"With the expenditures of the feleral 


government already so enormous 
to stagger the imagination, &nd grow- 
ing greater every year under the reck- 
less extravagance of those now in 
power, they cannot hope to materially 
reduce the present rate of duty; and 
even when the Demccrati are called by 
the votes of an outraged people to ad- 
minister this government we will find 
it impossible, however much we may 
desire to do so, to reduce the average 
tariff duty below a point that will still 
bo higher thsn the most extreme of 
the early protectionists claimed was 
ncce?! ary, and higher than any moder- 
ate protectionist of tcday believes es- 
sential for the protection of any legit 
ima'e industry. Under the necessity 
of raising revenue to support tha gov- 
ernment the Democratic party will 
continue to levy tariff dut:ea and it 
perfectly understands that those tariff 
duties will afford a protection to Amer- 
ican manufacturers against their for- 
eign competitors. 
That, however, is 


an incident with ui and not an object. 


Not content with having nominated

Eu there is another and a higher 


standpoint. This attempt to resurrect 
sec'.ional differences is in painful con- 
trast w'th the tercMrjgsof that great 
and kindly man who was elevated to 
the presidercy by an election, and not 
by a tragic accident. 
As this nation 


stood with uneovrod head arouni the 
martyred McKinley's grave, men of 
every section blessed his name and 
memory because he had restored good 
will between the brothers who had 
been estranged by a civil war. The 
sorrow over his untimely death was aa 
universal and as genuine in Mississippi 
a,• it was in Massachusetts. 


And yet hia successor, who promised. 


to follow In McKinley's footsteps, h«s 
reversed McKinley's policy, and in now 
fomenting discord where McKinley 
had brought us peace. 


The race problem which now con- 


fronts the southern people will tax 
their highest wisiox and their most 
unselfish patriotism in its solution. 
Except for a single and nameless crime 
agaicst the women of our land, there 
is no though tf al man in all the South 
who docs not deprecate lynch, law, or 
who doubts that it must and will be 
suppressed, 


I', however, there are amor gat us 


m?n who jos'ify the lawless spirit 
which sometimes expresses itself in a 
public lyrching, thpv eouH not find, 
in all the range of English lite -atnre, 
a more pointed and complete defence 
of such conduct than has been fur- 
nished by the Republican candidate for 
the presidency in his work, "Ranch 
Life and Hunting Trail," in which 
there is the following: 


'During the last two or three years 


the stock men have united to put down 
all these dangerous ctaracters often 
by the most summary exercise of lynch 
law * » * Bands of horse and cat- 
tle thieves have been regularly hunted 
down and destroyed in pitched fights 
by per ties of armed cowboys, and as a 
eonsequeEce most of our territory is 
perfectly law-abiding."

its kind in the message of any presi 
dent of the United States, the wore 
"fair" in quotation marks seems to 
have escaped general attention, bnt i' 
did not escape the attention of those 
for whose benefit it was intended.

Let us grant it; but let us re 
member that he is as erratic as he is 
honest. They tell us that the presi 
dent is brave, and so he is; but he is as 
rash as he is brave. 


If we were seeking a eoldier I woulc 


prefer the president over almost any 
other man now in public life, but as 
we are seeking a statesman I would 
prefer almost any man now in publii 
life over the president. 
He would be 


one of the best men to lead a desperate 
charge in a time of war; but he is on< 
of the worst men to administer a greai 
government in a time of peace. 


I do not undervalue the soldier whose 


courage or ambition carries him to 
glory or to death. 
While such men 


are more useful under ether forms o: 
government, they are useful under 
ours. They are not useful, however 
a-i those other men who have the firm 
ness and

self-restraint when 


c'othed with the p Trer to obey the 
laws to obey them as they have been 
written, resolutely refusing to violate

9-18. Bead the chapter. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—"And he was not; for 


Bod took him." Genesis 5:34. 


In the last lessen we f^iiad Elij»h 


wanting to die, and even asking Goc 
to take his life, bec*uce a wicket 
woman who blasphemed G id was his 
enemy and had threatened to kill him 
Elijah, who had been so full of trust 
in God, and through whrm wonders 
h<-d been worked—-even the miracle o: 
drought and rain at, his command, and 
of fire frcm heaven to consume the 
sacrifice—was now afraid of one per 
sou, and that an enemy of G;d. He 
tr ay have known that he was not to 
die like other men, but to enter heaven 
without dying: his prayer that he was 
no bttter than his fathers indicates 
hia willingness to die as they had 
done; and he aiks God to take his life 


And tho encouragement that cornea 


to him io from his God, Who r.-minds 
him that all nature is at tbe D'vine 
command, by smding a, great win 
an earthquake, a fire and a still small 
voic- to talk to him. His God also 
tells him, ia his discouragement, that 
although this one bad wcman was 
against Him, and had. established her 
idolatry, there were yet teven thons 
and in Israel who had not worshiped 
the idol Baal 


We think Elijah was lacking in trust 


to be discouraged, when he had seen 
ihe power of God displayed in miracles 
—bnt what about ourselves who have 
all the scriptures of the prophets, and 
more, in tbat we have the life and 
words of our Lord Jesus Christ and tie 
New Testament scriptures. 


We may see E.ijah meeting Elisha 


who was to be his successor in the 
ministry of prophesying, and throwing 
iis mantle upon him, thus investing 
iim with the ministry. 
Elisha was 


plowing with a twelfth yoke of oxen 
no doubt trusting God, yet maybe 
thinking naught of the honor and 
power that wculd soon be given him 
!rom on high.

FIRST USE OF TEA. 


An Ancient LeKeuil AecribeH It to 


Kini; of China. 


By whom or when the use of tea for 


drinking purposes was Srst discovered 
Is lost In antiquity. It is spoken of as 
a famous herb In Chinese literature as 
far back as ",000 jears B. C., at which 
time its cullivutioa and classification 
were almost as Ihorough and complete 
as they are today. One of the ancient 
legends says that its virtues were uc 
cldcntally learned by King Shen Nung 
She, the Chinese monarch who Is also 
known as "the divine husbandman," 
who, the record suys, nourished forty 
centuries ago. He was engaged In boil- 
Ing water over n fire made of the 
branches of the tea plant and careless- 
ly allowed some of the leaves to fall 
into the pot 


The liquid which he expected to come 


from the vessel simply a.'i sterilized 
water was miraculously converted Into 
an elixir of life by the accidental ad- 
dition of the tea leaves. Soon after it 
became highly esteemed la all the ori- 
ental cities and wus used as a royal 
gift from the Chinese monrirehs to the 
potentates of southern and westers 
Asia, 


This same King Shen Nurig She not 


only earned the title of respect by 
which he was known through the dis- 
covery of the virtues of tea, but be- 
cause of being the first to teach his 
people how to make and use plows and 
many other implements of husbandry.

VISIT TO MOUNT VERNON. 


Traveler's ImpreMlon of the Wa»hlng- 


toD Estate and Tomb. 


Mr. Editor:—The following ex'ract 
rcm a letter written by a gentleman 
ately traveling through the Uiited 
States, giving a description of the hal- 
owed spot that entombs the remains 
of the immortal Washington, is tender- 
ed to you for publication in the Times 
ij one of hia disciples:

Vernon, the late reafidence of our im- 
mortal Washington. 
Because of the 


rapturous terms in which I have heard 
you express yourself of the plic , I 
shall give you as good (the ugh it will be 
mperfectj a description of it as my 
memory will permit. It is beautifully 
situated on the banks of the Polemic, 
about eight miles below tbe City of 
Alexandria; the river glides mrjistie- 
ally (long in a meandering course 
until it approaches the abode cf Wash 
mtCE; here it forma a kind of sem:'
